b. Claims 37, 38 and 46 are hereby canceled, for they do not depend from an 
allowable claim. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of record 
fails to disclose, teach or show when the cushion carrier is folded over from the use position to 
the folded position in front of the backrest, the acute angle is transformed into a reflex angle by 
going beyond a neutral angular position of 180°.
